Sane and Reassuring 


Premier Ernest C. Manning’s awaited 
statement on civil defence in Alberta 
proved to be a sane and reassuring estimate 
of Edmonton's danger in the event of war. 

This survey of the situation and the 
possible situation was so eminently sound 
and sensible that Albertans may be confi- 
dent that any plans or legislation formu- 
lated to meet it will be equally adequate. 

The premier agreed with the reiterated 
belief of The Bulletin that Edmonton is in 
negligible danger of atomic attack be- 
cause the atomic bomb stockpile is so low 
that the weapons would likely be reserved 
for targets whose destruction would be 

more profitable to the enemy. 

He agreed with The Bulletin that a 
direct major bombing attack on this city 
is not to be reasonably expected unless the 
enemy, realizing he had no chance at any 
time of acquring the Edmonton oil fields, 
should decide to deprive the allies of their 
use. 

But (and here ig where we a en- 
tirely with Premier Manning) monton 
is in danger because Edmonton lies along 
the shortest route from Russian bases to 
the great industrial centres of the United 
States. 

In the event of war, it is almost a cer- 
tainty that enemy planes would pass above 
Edmonton on their way to eastern targets. 


These would constitute a risk to Ex- 
monton for the following reasons: 

1, Because if they are driven back by 
our aircraft they would unload their bombs 
where they will do most damage, that is 
to say, over the airport or over our indus- 
trial buildings. 

2. Because a barbaric enemy always 
has a love of wanton slaughter. 

3. Because the Communist mind is 
utterly unpredictable and the destruction 
of Edmonton, for some incredible reason, 
might appeal to the perverted intellects of 
those who ‘have claimed the discovery of all 
scientific knowledge since the beginning 
of time. 

There is the further very real risk, 
of course, that the enemy would drop in- 
cendiaries over every available Canadian 
city for the sake of creating confusion and 
terror elsewhere. In that case, Kdmonton’s 
danger would be great because of its 
availability. 

Premier Manning sees no cause for 
alarm, no reason for panic. But he does 
believe, as The Bulletin believes, that 
Edmonton and Alberta should be ready for 
anything. 

With this cool, thoughtful and con- 
sidered basis of approach to the problem, 
the premier should be able to devise 
reasonable and effective plans for our 
safety.

The Festival of the Epiphany 


The festival of the Epiphany, which is 
celebrated today, is very ancient, older in 
institution than Christmas Day itself, and 
is one of the chief feasts of the Christian 
Church. 

The word “Epiphany” literally means 
“to show.” It thus signifies a manifesta- 
tion or showing forth of Christ. 

This feast, always commemorating a 
showing forth of Christ’s Godhead, has 
been attached at various times to several 
events in His life. Thus the primitive 
Church connected it, upon occasion, 
with His baptism and again with the mar- 
riage at Cana in Galilee. 

But since the fifth century it has re- 
called the visit of the Magi to the Christ 
Child or, in other words, the first mani- 
festation of Christ to the Gentiles. 

The story of the Three Kings follow- 
ing the star of Bethlehem across moun- 
tains and plains until it came to rest over 
the rock cave in David's city is a moving 
account of faith and hope. 

The Three Kings represented the world 
and the desperate search of antiquity for 
God. It was revealed to them that the 
Saviour of Men would be born in Bethle- 
hem. So they journeyed from their far 
countries, in faith and hope, to pay Him 
their homage and to worship Him. 

_ But the the ‘symbolism of Epiphany is 


greater than the narrative of it, touching 
as that narrative may be. 

The Magi, in effect, were all mankind. 
And they came to His cradle as all the 
world must come, at last, to His Cross. 

They completed the group of actors 


that made His birth symbolic of His death. 


For all the powers that were present, 
symbolically, at the hill of Calvary were 
present, symbolically, at the stable in 
Bethlehem. 

In Bethlehem, King Herod sought His 
destruction as the Jews sought it, in Jeru- 
salem, 33 Years later. 

As Pontius Pilate issued the order that 
sent him to Golgotha, Augustus Caesar is- 
sued the order that brought Him to Beth- 


lehem 


And the common people who, in the 


guise of shepherds, worshipped at His 
cradle, spat at Him on the Cross, 


His birth in the cave at Bethlehem was 


the first act of the divine drama that ended 


in another cave near Jerusalem, 

His death and resurrection were im- 
plicit in His birth.
